Trapping 
M uskrats 
Profitably 
on by th e N atives. 
There are a number of men in Cape 
May county who, according to the 
Philadelphia Times, can earn a live­ 
lihood at a peculiar business. 
These 
men are known through South Jer­ 
sey as “ratters.” 
They don’t catch 
common house 
rodents, 
but all 
through the long winter months they 
are busily engaged in trapping and 
spearing muskrats. 
Last winter over 5,000 muskrats 
were caught by the “ratters” in and 
around Dentsville. 
Dentsville is a 
little town right in the heart of tho 
cedar swamps, a few miles from 
Delaware bay. 
Rat catching is one 
of the principal industries of the 
village, and the men who earn their 
living at it are a nondescript, hap­ 
hazard, easy-going lot of fellows. 
Bob Westcott, Albert Corson and 
Joe Hickman are among the leading 
••ratters” of Dennisonville. 
In the marshy meadow land ad­ 
jacent to the town large numbers of 
muskrats make their homes. 
In 
winter their skins are highly prized 
for their fur. 
The 
methods of 
catching are numerous, but the most 
common is by the use of the spear. 
Joe Hickman is the most expert 
•‘ratter” who ever threw a spear, 
and to make a success at ratting one 
must throw the spear with a true 
aim. 
Spearing rats can only be car­ 
ried on when the wind is blowing a 
gale. 
It is then that the “ratter” 
with his five pronged-spear over his 
shoulder and a bag under his arm, 
starts out for the meadows. 
The 
muskrat builds a house of consider­ 
able size, of sedge grass near some 
stream or pond. 
Getting to the lee­ 
ward of the houses, the spearsman 
quietly approaches, and when along­ 
side the grass domes, inside of which 
the rats lie huddled together like 
litters of young puppies, he raises 
his spear and bringing it through 
the grass roof, impales from four to 
six muskrats on the prongs. 
Hickman 
is 
the acknowledged 
champion “ratter” of South Jersey, 
and when ratting is good he has 
been known to kill as many as 3,000 
rats in a winter. 
He has had the 
good fortune to kill several Albinos 
in his years of ratting, and he always 
receives a big price for them. Musk­ 
rat skins were worth from $15 to $20 
per IOO last winter, but during the 
war the furs were worth $25 and $30 
per IOO. 
Some of the ratters make 
$500 and $600 in a winter’s work.

HOSE LOVERS OF 
scientific boxing as 
opposed 
to slug­

qent brutality, are 
stirring themselves 
to perfect a system 
of rules th at will 
provide against the 
evils they fear have 
crept into the game. 
Boxing, pure and 
simple, has but few, 
if any, objectionable features, and it 
is only w hen the contestants throw 
science to the winds and sail into each 
bther like they were chopping cord 
wood th a t any brutality is exhibited. 
A set of rules have been prepared by 
Dave Blanchard that, so their sponsor 
jays, will make boxing a sport th a t 
will not offend the senses of the most 
exacting of ladies. 
These rules are fifteen in number. 
The first and second provide for the 
appointm ent of referee 
and 
time­ 
keeper. 
The third provides for the 
regulation ring, w ith padded posts and 
mat-covered floor, and also a five-foot 


ally fall, his opponent shall step back 
and allow the fallen man time to get 
on his feet so as to defend himself be­ 
fore proceeding w ith the round; nor 
shall he strike his opponent when

The seventh provides for 
new gloves in case of breakage, and 
the eighth allows ten seconds for rn 
fallen man to recover. 
Rule 9 provides th at in case either 
principal should become exhausted it 
shall be the duty of the referee to 
stop the com bat and aw ard the bout to 
the deserving man. 
This does away 
w ith unnec5ssary punishment. 
The next four rules lim it the power 
of the seconds and give the referee 
power to prevent the bouts from lag­ 
ging by reason of the contestants pur­ 
posely “soldiering.” 
The last rule 
gives the referee authority to remove 
objectionable spectators. 
On the whole, the rules possess some 
good points, the provisions against 
butting and clinching being especially 
w orthy of adoption; but, then, it is 
most difficult to apply such good 
things to regulate the actions of a cou­ 
ple of boxers in the full heat of a great 
fight

Specifications for grading, curbing and paving 
that portion of South River street, iii the city of 
Janesville between the southerly ine of West 
Milwaukee street and the northerly line of 
Pleasant street. 
GRADING. 
Said street shall be graded so as to bring its 
surface at a uniform depth of eleven Inches be­ 
low the established grade of the same and in 
doing said grading, the earth is to be scooped 
off to the required depth, so as not to ioosen the 
soil below. 
Also in all places in said street where trench­ 
ing has been done for water, gas or sewer pipes 
or connections of any kind, such place shall be 
made firm and secure against unequal settl­ 
ing. 
lf any filling is done in bringing said street to 
this grade it must be done with sand or gravel 
free from all perishable materials. 
After the surface hasbeen shaped to conform 
to the pavement above, it shall be thoroughly 
rolled or tamped to make it secure against any 
settling; which having been done a ballasting 
of at least four inches of clear sand or fine 
gravel shall be spread in such a manner, that 
the sub-grade of said street shall be uniformly 
eight inches below the established grade there­ 
of ; said ballasting to be well rolled or tamped 
so as to make it firm. 
The cross section of said street, from gutter to 
gutter being shaped so as to form a segment of 
a circle, having a rise of one foot for its ordin­ 
ate at the center of said street. 
The grading of said street and the ballasting 
thereof stall be done under the directions of 
and to the satisfaction of a special committee 
aopointed by the mayor of said city. 
All material excavated over and’ above what 
is used in embankment shall .be deposited by 
the contractor beyond the bounds of said street 
without extra charge. 
The work shall be carried on in such a man­ 
ner so as to impede and obstruct travel on said 
street as little as possible; and yet be consistent 
with the speedy and economical completion of 
said work. 
CURBING. 
The curbstone is to be of good. durable, Wau­ 
kesha limestone, free fram* seams, cracks or 
other defects. 
Each stone shall be not less than three feet 
long, twenty four inches wide, and four inches 
thick. 
The top of said curbstone is to be dressed to 
a true line and the face to a depth of ten inches; 
and the ends of each stone to a depth of fifteen 
inches, so that close joints shall be formed. 
Said stones are to be firmly set on their edges 
to conform to thei alignment and grade given 
by the above mentioned committee and are ta 
securely rest on a bed of fine gravel at least six 
inches thick, well tamped and to be tcoroughly 
{lacked with eand or fine gravel at least six 
nches in width at their backs. 
Provided however, that any curbing now upon 
said street, that shall in the judgment of said 
committee substantially comply with the above 
requirements, shall be permitted to remain in 
place, or be reset, if the alignment of the street 
shall so require. 
FLOORING. 
The surface of said 
street, having been 
brought to conform to the sub-grade of the 
sume and having on its surface a ballast of at 
least four inches of good clean 
sand 
or 
fine gravel, well and thoroughly tamped; there 
shad be laid lengthwise of said street a flooring, 
formed of good, sound, green hemlock boards 
free from rot, sap, wind shakes or ether defects, 
one Inch thick, and from eight to twelve inches 
wide, aud sixteen feet long; said boards are to 
be laid in close contact with each o»her and to 
break joints through, their edges to be straight 
and their ends sawed off square, so as to form 
close joints, and present a smooth, compact and 
uniform surface, conforming to the sub-grade 
of said street, preparatory to laying the paving 
blocks. 
PAVING. 
Between the curbing on either side of said 
street and resting u d o u the flooring above spec­ 
ified shall be a paving of cedar blocks, which 
shall form the ro»d bed of said street. 
Said blocks shall have a uniform length of six 
inches, sawed from good, sound, liv« cedar 
posts, of from four to ten inches in diameter 
free from bark, rot and other defects: they are 
to be placed on their ends upon the flooring, in 
close contact with each other, and to be kept 
well driven up so as to form close joints, anil a 
firm road bed. 
During the progress of laying the paving, 
blocks of different diameters must be so ar­ 
ranged and placed with reference to each other, 
as to leave the smallest practical space between 
the blocks. 
Spaces apjproaching a square form must be 
avoided, and no split blocks of less than three 
inches in diameter will be allowed. 
All spaces between the blocks are to be filled 
with screened gravel of a quality, size and 
screening satisfactory to the special committee 
hereinbeiore mentioned. The same to be thor­ 
oughly tamped with proper tools until solid; 
and refilled and retamped until the spaces have 
been completely filled with firm and solidly 
tamped gravel; the whole work to be done unr 
the superv ision and to the satisfaction of said 
above mentioned committee. 
After the filling shall have been completed. 
the top surface o f the paving shall be swept off 
with a coarse broom, and leic uncovered until it 
bas beeu inspected by the special committee, 
above mentioned. After such inspection and ac 
ceptance, tho paving shall be covered with fine 
screened gravel to a depth of one inch. 
CROSS WALKS. 
At the intersection of Dodge street and said 
River street there shall be four cross-walks, 
which shall be made by raising the pavement in 
the usual manner three inches rise in tile center 
of the walk; the same to be twelve feet wide 
and so constiucted that the crown will be even 
and of such grade as directed by said above 
mentioned committee. 
The street upon its completion shall be left 
free from rubbish and impediments of all kinds. 
That portion of said street adjacent to and 
adjoining the improvement, and those portions 
of cross streets adjoining the slime shall be left 
in as goon condition, as just preceding the com­ 
mencement of the work herein specified. 
All connections of the pavement with the sew­ 
erage. gas or water openings shall be substan­ 
tially and properly made, and the street upon 
completion shall have a uniform smooth sur­ 
face, conforming to the final grade and crown of 
said street, and it shall be left by the contractor 
in perfect order and ccndilion, 
It is expressly understood that the contractor 
shall not be entitled to any allowance on ac­ 
count of injury to said street, by reason of rains 
or otherwise during the progress of the work 
herein specified; or before the same has been 
completed and accepted as herein stated. 
It is expres®iy understood that the price per 
square yard named in the contract for paving 
said street, shall cover the whole cost of grad­

Ram say, has had 
the good fortune to 
give the country, 
in the closing hours 
of his active career, 
of ability, sound 
judgm ent and p atriotic zeal as to 
m ake all reg ret the law w hich term i­ 
n ates such service by th e progress of 
th e calendar. 
His experience in Brazil 
is fu rth er proof of the im portance of 
having our flag represented in all 
p arts of the w orld by men train ed in 
th e only safe school of diplom acy, 
w hich is the school of experience. 
A 
study of in tern atio n al rig h ts and obli­ 
gations, and of the best m eans of en­ 
forcing them, is p art of th e curriculum 
of the navy officer, and A dm iral Ben­ 
ham has show n the. resu lts of this 
train in g in dealing «Jith a delicate sit­ 
uation. 
His judgm ent, is sound, his 
tem peram ent is coed and under no 
circum stances of haste or excitem ent 
does he lose th a t m astery of his facul­ 
ties so essential lo the proper conduct 
o f g re a t undertakings. 
A dm iral Benham w as a lad of 15 
w hen he entered the navy, and he fol­ 
low ed th e old custom of g ettin g his 
p ractical education a t ne before en ter­ 
in g upon his studies a t th e N aval 
academ y. 
W hen 
he 
entered 
the 
academ y in 1853 he had already been 
aix years in th e se n ice as acting mid­ 
shipm an, receiving his prom otion to 
passed 
m idshipm an 
Ju n e IO, 
1853. 
Before our civil w ar he had seen 
service in th e Pacific squadron, on the 
Coast Survey, on du ty in B razilian 
w aters, and in the Paraguayan expe­ 
dition. 
As lieu ten a n t of the side- 
w heel steam er Bienville, Caph Steed- 
znan, he took p a rt in the capture of 
P o rt Royal in Novem ber, 1861, receiv­ 
ing his prom otion to lieutenant-com - 
xnander th e follow ing July. 
From 
1863-5 he com m anded th e gunboat 
Penobscot in th e W est Gulf B lockad­ 
in g Squadron. 
Since the w ar A dm iral Benhem has 
been in command of th e Susquehanna, 
Canonicus, 
Saugus, 
Portsm outh and 
Richm ond, on duty as lig h t house in­ 
spector, 
and 
a t 
th e 
P orts­ 
m outh 
and 
M are 
island 
navy 
yards, 
concluding w ith 
the 
com ­ 
m and of 
th e 
South 
A tlantic sta­ 
tion, w here he has won such honor for 
him self. 
He is a native of th e state of 
th e sta te of New York. 
He has in the 
navy a son, Ensign H enry K. Benham, 
w ho is in th e te n th y ear of his service, 
having been appointed a naval cadet 
in 1884. 
A dm iral B enham is still a 
Vigorous m an, physically and m en­ 
tally, and, aside from the legislative 
decree w hich term inates his active 
career a t 62 years of age, there is no 
reason w hy he should n ot continue to 
do duty, to his ow n credit and the 
honor of th e country. 
F rancis M unroe Ram say has now a t­ 
ta in ed th e highest ran k possible to an 
officer of th e Am erican navy, has, by 
fa ith fu l and distinguished 
service, 
established a ju st title to this honor 
w h ich comes to him by the slow pro­ 
cess of longevity prom otion. 
He has 
alw ays been w hat is know n in the 
service as a “duty officer,” and during 
h is connection of nearly forty-four 
years w ith th e navy he has been un­ 
em ployed for a less period th an any 
officer of the grade of commodore ex­ 
cept Joseph S. S kerrett, who follows 
n ex t in prom otion, and his to tal serv­ 
ice on sea and lan d exceeds th a t of 
any other officer of th a t grade w ith 
th is single exception. 
A dm iral Ram say entered th e navy as 
a m idshipm an Oct. 5, 1850, and served 
du rin g our civil w ar as lieu ten an t and 
lieu ten an t -commander. 
He took 
a 
conspicuous p a rt in the jo in t m ilitary 
and naval operations 
on the Missis­ 
sippi and in the siege of V icksburg, 
w here, as Gen. G rant tells us in his 


.bls "Commaud a fleet of* six vessels. 
L ater on he distinguished him self in 
th e a ttack upon F o rt Fisher, w here he 
was commended in the official rep o rt 
for “skill, judgm ent, and bravery.” 
Since the w ar he has served (w ith 
other duty) as fleet captain and chief 
staff on th e South A tlantic squadron, 
in com m and of th e torpedo statio n a t 
N ew port, R. L, as superintendent of 
the N aval academ y, and as chief of 
the navy bureau of navigation. 
In 
these several positions he has added to 
the rep u tatio n he had already ac­ 
quired as one of th e m ost 
conscien­ 
tious and accom plished officers of our 
navy. 
A dm iral Ram say is a m arked exam- 
p * of th a t class of navy officers w ho 
appear to elevate the traditions, pre­ 
cedents and custom s of the service to 
th e dignity of na cult. 
B ut th e rigid 
and exacting rule of fidelity to profes­ 
sional obligation w hich he imposes 
upon others he m akes equally binding 
upon him self. 
His m ind is essentially 
of a m ilitary c a st 
His fath e r w as a 
soldier, w ho follow ed the fortunes ol 
T aylor in Mexico, as chief of ordnance 
upon his staff, and who w as retired in

1864 a t th e head of his corps. 
Two of 
the adm iral’s brothers have served in 
our arm y—one, Jam es G. Ram say, is 
now 
m ajor of th e T hird artillery

The adm iral’s wife comes of the 
m ilitary fam ily of th e McMahons. 
T hree of her brothers served in the 
Union arm y—one died during th e war, 
an o th er fell a t the head of his reg i­ 
m ent w hile storm ing the w orks a t 
Cold H arbor, and the third, S tate Sen­ 
ato r M artin T. McMahon of New York, 
resigned from th e army, afte r a dis­ 
tinguished staff service, 
w ith the 
brevet ran k of m ajor-general. 
A dm iral Ram say will, if he lives, 
have three years of service in his pres­ 
en t rank, retirin g a t the age of 62, on 
the 5th of April, 1897. 
He was born 
in W ashington, w here his fath e r was 
so long on duty, and w as so well 
know n in religious circles as senior 
w arden of St. Jo h n ’s church.

SPECIFICATIONS. 
Specifications for grading, curbing and pav­ 
ing th at portion of South Main street in the city 
of Janesville, state of Wisconsin, between the 
south line of East Milwaukee street and the 
south line of South F irst street, except so much 
of said street as is occupied by and lies between 
the track of the Janesville Street Railway Com­ 
pany including a strip on either side of said 
track one foot in wid.h aud adjoining the rails 
of said track. 
G KADING. 
Said street shall be graded so as to bring its 
surface at a uniform depth of nine (9) inches 
below the established grade of the same; and 
in doing said grading the earth is to be sera lied 
oil to the required depth so as not to loosen the 
soil below. Also in all places in said street 
wh*Te trenching lias been done for water, ga-*, 
sewer pipes or connections of any kind, such 
places shall be made firm aud secure against 
unequal settling. If any filling lf done in bring­ 
ing said street to this grade, it m ust be done 
with sand or gravel, Iree from all perishable 
materials. A tter the surface has been shaped 
lo conform to the pavement above, it shad be 
thoroughly rolled or tam ped to make it secure 
against settling; which having been done a bal­ 
lasting of two i2; inches of clean sand or fine 
gravel shall be spread in such a m anner that 
the sub grade of said street shall be unifoimly 
seven Inches below the grade thereof, said bal­ 
lasting to be well rolled or tamped so as to make 
it firm. The cross section of each side of said

use and benefit of said city bv the contracter at 
such place or places, not more than one block 
away from the above designated street, as tile 
said aldermen shall direct, without extra charge 
All other m aterial excavated over and above 
what is used in em bankm ent shall be deposited 
by the contractor beyond the bounds or said 
street without extra charge beyond the price 
paid for excavating the same. 
. The work shall be carried on in such a m an­ 
ner so as to impede and obstruct travel on said 
street as little as possible and yet be consistent 
with the speedy and economical completion of 
said work. 
CURDING. 
Curbstones shall be placed in such places as 
the special committee shall direct and are to he 
of good durable W aukesha limestone or other 
stone of equ«lly good quality, free from seams, 
cracks or other defects not less thau three teet 
long.twenty-four inches wide and four inches 
tuck. The tops of said curbstones to bediessed 
to a depth or ten inches from their tops; the 
ends to be dressed to a depth of fifteen inches, 
so as to form close joints with each other. 
Said stones are to be firmly set on their edires 
to conform to their ailignment and grade given 
by the above mentioned committee, and are to 
secuiely rest on a bed of fine gravel at least six 
inches th'ck, well tam ped;and to be thoroughly 
packed with sand or fine gravel at least four 
inches in width at their backs. The stone side­ 
walk In front of the two store numbers 18 and 
20 South Main street is to be cut back to a ti ne 
line so a* to be in true alligumeut with the curd 
on either side of it.

The surface

inches wide and not less than fourteen feet in 
length.

All 
spaces between the blocks are to be filled with 
screened gravel of a quality, size and screening, 
satisfactory to the above mentioned special 
committee. Said gravel is to be thoroughly 
tamped with proper tools until solid,and refilled 
aud retam pca, uDtit the spaces have been com­ 
pletely liked with firm and solidly tamped 
gravel, fh e whole work to be done under tho 
supervision and to the satisfaction of the above 
mentioned committee. 
A fter I he filling shall 
have be* ii completed! the top surface of the pav­ 
ing shall Ie awe* t off with a coarse broom, and 
left uncovered until it has been inspect d and 
accepted by Hie special committee.

inspection and accepiance, the paving shall be 
covered with line screened gravel to a depth of 
one inch.

Marshfield 


WISCONSIN CENTRAL LIMITED 
AFIRE IN A DITCH. 


W as It Done By Robbers—Through an 
Open Switch the Flyer Dashed, 
Hardly Striking the Ground Before 
Flames 
Arose—Passengers 
and 
Clew Pinioned In the Wreck and 
Burned Until All Chance of Identifi 
cation Was Gone. 


M a r s h f i e l d , Win., May 30—The 
Day of the Dead was truly a day of 
death on the Wisconsin central. 
Through an open switch the south 
bound "limited*' plunged. 
Quick flam es follow ed th e crash of 
timbers. 
Of eight who were killed only four 
could be identified. 
Two of these, the engineer and fire* 
man, were out of reach of the flames. 
The tnird, a brakeman, was known 
by the metal band on his cap. 
Charred trunks with ghastly stubs 
where armies and legs had been— 
Thus most of the bodies lay when 
finally uncovered. 
The wreck was far from a water 
supply and there was no means of 
fighting fire. 
These are the dead who have been 
idetified: 


JAMES HUBBARD, engineer, home Stevens 
Point. 
GEORGE DEARHEART, fireman, home Ste­ 
vens Point. 
PARKER BIGLOW, brakeman, home Ste­ 
vens Point.

Most of the dead are so shockingly 
burned that identification is almost 
impossible. 
Several of the train crew 
are missing. 
Many passengers are un 
accounted 
for, but

were 
all th at the wreckers could locate. 
The catastrophe occurred at Man 
Ville, a little station two miles north 
of here. 
The train passes through 
there at 1:15 a. rn., but does not Btop. 
There are two explanations of the ac 
cident to-day—one th at a switch was 
carelessly left open, the other that. 
wreckers deliberately removed the 
fish bolts. 
The belief th at the train 
was ditched in cold blood, is growing 
and fearful vengeance will be visited 
on the guilty ones if it proves true. 
The train took fire almost as soon 
as it struck^ tho ditch. 
Lamps and 
stoves were burning in every car and 
the woodwork was ignited instantly. 
Only one sleeper escaped. 
The other 
sleeper, day coach, smoaker, express 
car, mail car and baggage car were 
wholly destroyed. 
Little could be 
done but to let the flames burn them ­ 
selves oat. 
The scene was a sicken­ 
ing one, cries from the men pris­ 
oned in the wreck

T he bill to repeal th e 
sta te bank ta x w as tak en up and Mr. 
Cox of Tennessee opened th e debate, 
favoring unconditional repeal.

denounced th e n atio n al b ank system , 
sa y in g it has resulted in concentra­ 
tio n of th e m oney and currency of the 
country in certain localities and le ft 
o th er g reat sections u tte rly destitu te 
of m oney or of currency. 
Mr. Johnson (rep., Ind.) declared 
th a t th e state bank system had been 
tried before th e w ar and had m isera­ 
bly failed; th a t broken banks, w orth­ 
less and depreciated paper, counter­ 
feiting, money brokerage and high 
ra te s of exchange had been its progeny. 
Mr. Johnson concluded w ith a dis­ 
cussion of the national bank system, 
praising it as a system for banks 
of discount and deposit and for the 
soundness and uniform ity of its circu­ 
la tin g notes.

The committee on credentials re­
